In a Nut-Shell. 


The requirements of the new revenue 
law are embodied in the following “di 
rections for taking :” 

Put a J-cent revenue stamp on every 
check or sight draft. 

Put a 2-cent stamp on every inland 
bill of exchange, time draft, promis 
sory note or money order for each 3100, 

Pay 1 cent extra on each telegraph 
message sent. 

Pay 8 cents per 8100 on each life in- 
surance policy, unless taken on the in- 
dustrial weekly payment plan, when 
the charge is 40 per cent of the first 
weekly payment. 

Pay 25 cents on each one year lease, 
50 cents on a lease between one and 
three years, and #1 ona lease exceeding 
three years. 

Pay 25 cents on each mortgage be- 
tween $100 and 31,500, and 2 cents on 
each 8500 additional, 

Pay 81 extra for a passage ticket to 
foreign port costing not more than 330, 
&3 extra if it costs between ®Wand 860, 
and $5 if it costs more than 360, 

Pay 10 cents extra every time you oc- 
cupy a seat or berth in a parlor or 
sleeping car. 

Pay a tax ranging from 75 cents to 
815 per hundred on legacies above 310,- 
000, according to total value, 

Pay 50 cent tax on a surety bond. 

Pay 1 cent a pint on wines. 

Pay from 25 cents to 81 on each cus- 
tom house entry, and 25 cents on ware- 
house receipts. 

Pay 25 cents on aach protested note.

The party 
early in the evening separated, each 
taking a place that furnished a good 
and unobstructed view of the stream, 
and patientky waited for Mr. or Mrs. 
Bear, as the case might be, to 
While in these positions and as the 
daylight was gradually fading away, 
Mr. Crittenden observed an enormous 
brown bear about fifty yards away in 
plain view, and he immediately 
sent a 44 caliber ball into him, 
which he thought went clear through 
the brute. It takes gonsiderable lead 
to kill a bear and no less than four bul 
lets were put into the carcass of the 
fleecing monster, who, however, made 
pood his escape. The bear was esti- 
mated as weighing from ten to twelve 
hundred pounds and must have been a 
big fellow. 

In hunting expeditions some mem- 
bers of the party are more fortunate 
than others and so it was in this in- 
stance for the Judge and Captain Eld 
ridge did not get a shot at Mr. Bear, 
but the party, however, returned with 
a porcupine and a number of ducks, 
which, though disappointing, was not 
au entire “scoop.”
